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Allowable Subject Matter 

3. Claims 1 and 2 are allowed. 

4. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

5. The prior arts of record do not anticipate or render obvious to one skilled in the 
art a variable optical attenuator comprising a right-handed switchable CLC polarizer and 
a left-handed switchable CLC polarizer and an electric driver for driving the polarizers 
wherein the voltages on the two polarizers are continuously changed to electrically 
adjust the attenuation, including all other recitations. 

6. The closest references such as: USPAT 5,686,979 is related to an optical panel 
capable of switching between reflective and transmissive states wherein reflective 
polarizers such as microstructured MacNeille polarizers and cholesteric polarizers 
having a quarter-wave plate attached thereto are used as optical film. Further, USPAT 
6,072,549 is related to an electro-optical glazing structure that uses two CLC polarizers 
and a voltage controller. However, both references alone or in combination with any 
other prior art references fail to teach or suggest the claimed variable optical attenuator 
wherein the voltages on the two polarizers are continuously changed to electrically 
adjust the attenuation.
